Civil A u th orities iu A rizona W h o W ould 
P rovok e B lood sh ed . 
Yi ashington, October 30.! ¡.—Som e weeks 
ago the military authorities of Arizona re­ 
ported to the War Department that the 
Sheriff of Pim a county held warrants, the 
legality of which were questioned, lor the 
arrest of L-kimizin and twenty-seven other 
Indians living on the San Pedro river, xn 
that Territory, upon charges of grand lar­ 
ceny and resisting arrest, and had called 
upon Captain Pierce, the commanding m il­ 
itary officer at San Carlos Agency, who is 
also Acting Indian Agent, to aid him in 
making the arrests. 
General Miles, in re 
porting the matter to General Howard, ex­ 
pressed the opinion that the attempted ar­ 
rest of the twenty-eight Indians by local 
civil officers would prove a serious matter 
indeed, if^jl did not involve the Territory 
in an Indian war. 
The last act ot bostility on the part of 
the whites was the arrest o f six o f the In­ 
dians, it is said, upon false charges, and the 
attempted arrest of the twenty-eight others 
referred to above. The Sheriff of Pima 
county has made a demand upon Captain 
Pierce for the surrender of the accused, 
which on October 10th—the date of Cap­ 
tain Pierce's letter of transmittal—had not 
been complied with. The Indian officials 
ptonounce the affair a shameful ontrage 
upon peaceful and law-abiding Indians, 
and will take such steps as may be necea 
sary to restore to the Indians their aban­ 
doned property.

ALL DOUBTS DISPELLED. 
The master of the schooner Phumix says 
he passed white-painted boards this after­ 
noon six miles south o f here, but could uot 
distinguish what vessel they came from. 
However, all doubts were set at rest this 
afternoon when a tug picked up a pilot­ 
house with the name " Vernon” on it. and 
five life-preservers, off' Two Rivers. Owing 
to this fact, probably not a soul of the' 
twenty-five or thirty people aboard were 
saved. 


THE CAUSE OF THE TERRIBLE DISASTER 
11 ill probably remain a mystery forever. 
It is quite believed here that not a single 
soul has survived, as it would be impos­ 
sible for any person to live in such a sea 
and exposed to the intense cold that pre­ 
vailed on the night of the wreck.

relatives of those on board came here on 
the propeller Lawrence this morning to ob­ 
tain all particulars possible concerning the 
lost.

been in America before, I am awfully anx­ 
ious to see the country and its institutions. 
It is also my purpose to visit Canada. 
It is 
therefore unlikely that 1 shall return until 
shortly before the assembling of Parlia­ 
ment.” 
On being questioned regarding hom e 
rule, he said he had ceased to be a politi­ 
cian for a couple of months. 
H e had, 
however, no hesitation in saying tliattuose 
who were sanguine of soon seeing a Parlia­ 
ment in Dublin would have to wait much 
longer than they expected. 
“ I will go still 
farther,” he continued, “ and say that I am 
inclined to think that if a great anil gener­ 
ous scheme of local government were 
granted to Ireland, the feeling which is 
represented as being so intense, especially 
in the south, in favor of a separate Parlia­ 
ment, would gradually die away. 
It is 
mere sentiment. 
I firmly believe it is not 
beyond the reach of statesmanship to make 
Ireland peaceable and contented, with a 
full measure of local government.”

A WOMAN IN 
i£ CASE. 
Another theory—advan. Ted by an Eng­ 
lish gentleman w ho elasi >s to have had 
long experience in crimin al matters—is, 
that there is a woman in tbt 
case. H e does 
not believe that Dirumig n turdered Ben- 
hayon, nor that he was prese ot at the tim e 
the latter died, but he is eonfi dt'it that he 
had a hand in the affair frot n a distance. 
The reasons which he gives fo. * this belief 
are quite ingenious and plausib. ’e. A m ong 
other things he sa y s: 
“ You must have noticed that no end o f 
testimony is forthcoming concern ing Dini- 
mig. H is occupation, room rentin. g, poison 
getting, and whereabouts and wti. ttabouts 
on Saturday evening have all bet 'n told. 
So it is with Benhayon, except so fat * as his 
connection with Dim m ig is concern ed, up 
to 5:15 on Saturday afternoou. Then comes 
a blank until his body is found on Sun­ 
day morning. 
Out from the blank, h ow ­ 
ever, stand two salient facts: first, that he 
was seen, apparently intoxicated, at 10 p. 
m. in company with a man and woman, 
who were urging him to go sontewhcre 
with them : and second, that he was again 
seen between 10:30 and 11 p. m. in company 
with a man who was trying to take him 
somewhere. 
" The people who saw him , as with the 
people who saw Dimmig, promptly notified 
the police of the fact, and so also was it 
with the man who was in company with 
Dimmig, but no sign can be found of and 
no word is forthcoming from the woman 
and the man, or men, who could tell us 
som ething—or all—that occurred during 
the last hours of Benhavon’s life. 
And 
this, notwithstanding the fact that their 
testimony is of vital importance to D im ­ 
mig, possibly, and to Bowers certainly. 
If 
the woman was a common woman, she 
would be in no way harmed bv making a 
statement of her association "with Ben­ 
hayon, while if the man who was with the 
two is not crim inally involved in the death 
his silence is in itself criminal, for it may 
be endangering the life of a fellow-being 
who claim s to be innocent, bnt lacks proof 
of that fact. The natural sequence seems 
to be that these hidden witnesses have seen 
and heard more than they dare tell.” 
WAS THIS DIMMIG ? 
Frank Clough, a druggist in the employ 
of W akelee & Co., could not identify Dim ­ 
m ig as the man whom he had refused 
cyanide of potassium. H is evidence was 
as follow s: 
„ 
“ About a week ago last Sunday a man 
came in the store and w nntr, cvancde of 
potassium. 
I asked him what be wanted 
it for, and he said he wanted to take it. 
I 
refused to give it to him . 
The man was of 
m edium size and looked as if he was in­ 
toxicated or just recovering from a debauch. 
H e remarked that he had no friends. 
I 
saw Dim m ig last night in this Court-room, 
but I don t think he was the man who ap­ 
plied 
for the cyanide of potassium. 
I 
think he was of light complexion and 
wore a Derby hat. 
It is my impression 
that he had a light mustache.” 
DIMMIG INTER VIEWED. 
Dim m ig was walking restlessly up and 
down the corridor of the tank when a Cull 
reporter visited him last evening. 
H e still 
sm iles and jokes, but the wear of anxietv, 
the mildew of prison life, are already set­ 
ting their stamp on him . He denied em ­ 
phatically the statement of a morning pa­ 
per to the effect that he was associated with 
the Downs gang in the southern part of this 
State. 
“ I know who Downs is ” he re­ 
marked, “ for I was in that section of the 
country som e years ago, but I have never 
had a personal acquaintance with him or 
any of his associates. 
Mr. Burdette Chan­ 
dler, Superintendent of the Chandler Oil 
and Mining Company, can tell yon what 
sort of reputation I bore down there, as I 
worked for him .” 
H e reiterated bis inability to explain llen- 
liayou's presence ¡11 room 21, or to locate 
the girl " Dimples,” for whom he claims to 
have engaged the room, and again forcibly 
denies that ho ever employed Benhayon to 
copy for him , or to do any writing for him 
whatsoever. 
“ A ll my troubles here are the result of 
m y carelessness and folly, but 1 have done 
nothing worse to blame myself for and am 
certain that I sliall get out of this uncom ­ 
fortable situation in a verv short tim e. 
The inquest is iiKely to be a long one, how ­ 
ever, for after the Coroner has got through 
with his witnesses, 1 shall cali a lot of oth­ 
ers to testify to my character."

THE FOREIGN ANARCHISTS ATTEMPT 
TO 
INTIM IDATE. 


It nttist lie presumed that the Courts of 
Illinois administered the law properly in 
the case of the Chicago condemned mur­ 
derers, popularly called ‘‘The Anarchists.’’ 
The jurors who tried them had all the 
facts before them, and they were not by 
any means all circumstantial. The Su­ 
preme Court of Illinois passed upon all 
the exceptions taken by the condemned, 
reviewed the law and the facts, found no 
errors or abuses, and affirmed the judg­ 
ments. 
The Supreme Court of the United 
States, it is not likely, will order the case 
up to it, as the jKiints made to induce it 
to do so were argued before the Supreme 
Court of the State and that the law was in­ 
terpreted correctly is the judgm ent of the 
best legal minds. 
Indeed, the counsel for 
the condemned on Saturday admitted that 
his Anarchist clients had, at the time of 
the llaym arket murder, been supplying 
themselves with dynamite bombs 
upon 
the delusive theory that if they were so 
armed, and a large body of working men 
could be equipped likewise, the danger of a 
conflict between the authorities and the 
discontented 
would 
I e 
averted, 
the 
knowlege of the arming serving to in­ 
tim idate the police and the military. 
Captain Black hastens to say, however, 
that this was unquestionably a mistaken 
view taken hv his clients. 
The day of execution drawing near, we 
are now treated to the strange spectacle of 
European Communists, Socialists anil A n­ 
archists impertinently interfering, trying 
the case anew according to their own [>e- 
culiar ideas, and sending threatening let­ 
ters to this country to induce tim idity of 
action on the part of the authorities. 0)nc 
of these letters has been received by the 
President of the United States from the 
Council General of the Soc ial Democratic 
Federation in Holland, duly certified by 
the Secretary. 
I his letter reviews what 
the writers assume to he the facts; finds 
that the Chicago criminals have been un­ 
justly condemned, and notifies the Presi­ 
dent that if they arc hanged, it, the Coun­ 
cil, will hold the President “ personally re­ 
sponsible for the murder.” This is noth­ 
ing more nor less than a threat to assassin­ 
ate President Cleveland. 
\\ e have no idea how im portant a body 
this “ Council General ” is—it is enough 
to know that it is meddling, impertinent 
and criminal in threatening the Chief E x­ 
ecutive of the Republic. 
W hatever else it 
may he, it is of foreign growth and habita­ 
tion, and exfioses its gross ignorance when 
it speaks of the “ ruling class " a s a party 
to the " murder ” if the Anarchists are exe­ 
cuted. 
These fat-witted Dutch Socialists 
need to be informed that there are no 
‘‘ ruling classes” in this Republic! that 
every citizen here is a sovereign by recog­ 
nition of natuaal rig h t; that the people 
rule here,and that we have not,as in Europe, 
a ruled ami a ruling class. 
It awakens 
some little curiosity to know how it comes 
about that these Dutch Socialists know so 
much more about the facts in the case—as 
they pretend—than the Courts and the 
people of Chicago. 
It is puzzling, also, 
how the Holland protestants discovered 
the astounding “fact"—“that the throwing 
of the bomb in the Chicago Havmarket 
was provoked by the outrageous assault of 
the jKjlice iq>on the jmople’s right of free 
speech.” 
11 is strange that the American people 
should he deemed so ignorant as to need 
instruction from 
socialistic 
Hollanders 
Concerning the right of free speech, hut it 
is evident that the lowland Dutch do not 
know what they arc talking about. 
The 
free speech of the Anarchists has not at 
all been interfered with in America—and 
that is precisely the trouble now. 
Those 
dynamite, bomb-throwing murderers have 
made the privilege of free speech an 
abuse, and because of that fact, the m ur­ 
der of innocent men at their hands re­ 
sulted. 


Alore amazing than this threatening 
letter of the stupid Dutch Anarchists is 
the action of the “ Extrem e L eft” of the 
Irench Chamber. 
These men, who claim 
to be sufficiently intelligent to legislate 
for France, met unofficially on Saturday, 
look the statements of American Anarch­ 
ists for gospel truth, and passed a reso­ 
lution protesting against the execution of 
the t hi cago assassins. 
In this remarkable 
resolution these hot-blooded Reds, who 
stand ready to-day to throw down the 
pillars of the French Republic at the first 
favorable opportunity, speak of the un­ 
wisdom of executing 
for “ political of­ 
fenses.” 
11. rc, indeed, is amazing ignor­ 
ance. 
These French malcontents need to 
learn that the men who are about to he 
hanged in Chicago have not been tried for 
and will not be executed for political of­ 
fenses. 
They have heou tried and con­ 
demned under the ordinary laws against 
murder, and precisely as ordinary m ur­ 
derers are tried. 
It is hum iliating to the 
common intelligence of men that the 
members of a section of a legislative body 
of a great European nation should expose 
themselves as having so little knowledge 
of the American Republic^ as to state that 
we try men and execute them for “ politi­ 
cal offenses.” 
Treason alone could be 
placed in that category, hut treason with 
us consists only in levying war against the 
Government, and in adhering to and giv­ 
ing aid and comfort to its enemies. 
Evidently the friends of the Chicago 
condemned murderers are driven to a cor­ 
ner and begin to see how d e stra te are the 
prisoners cases. 
They now produce the 
mother of one of the escaped murderer-, who 
dram atically recites details to show that 
her s..n threw the bomb. 
Rut even if this 
is true, it cuts but a small figure in the 
tragedy, since the distinction between ac­ 
complice and principal is now practically 
obliterated. 
The very latest ofibrt in secure the re­ 
lease of .lie prisoners was a mass meeting 
held on Saturday in New York, to which 
some one of the many lodges or sections of 
the K nights of Labor loaned its name, 
where protests against the executions were 
passed. 
We adopt out of hand the re­ 
marks of the Sa:i Francisco Alta upon that 
and sim ilar gatherings: 
I: is worth while to pay heed to the kind of 
talk indulged in tit the various met tings being 
held to express sympathy for the rondcmned 
Chicago Anarchists. While the meetings are 
nominally held upon 
the theory that the 
Anarchists are innocent of the crime of which 
they have been convicted, it will l>e observed 
that the sneaker.- nil express sympathy and 
approbation for the crime itself. It was so of 
the meetiugs held i i New York, in London and 
in this city, the murder or the policemen wa- 
íilluded to as a righteous act, and the homo- 


throwing was spoken of as a piece of heroism. 
The plea that the Anarchists are innocent of 
the crime might be worthy of some attention 
were it not advanced by men who openly advo­ 
cate bomb-throwing, murder and the subversion 
of all law and government. The truth is the 
sympathy expressed by the holders of these 
meetings is not sympathy with men they be­ 
lieve to be innocent, but sympathy with the 
crime of which they have been convicted. It 
is one set of criminals sympa'hiztng w ith a 
liolder set whose daring lias put them in the 
clutches of the law. and the claim of innocence 
is only put forward to draw aid and comfort 
Irom tender hearted and unthinking people. 
There arc rumora also of plots in Chi­ 
cago to storm the jail, or to effect a rescue 
by cunning strategy. The Chicago jail'ice, 
wo think, c-an lie trusted to thw art all such 
schemes. 
In the meanwhile, if the Su­ 
preme Court of the United State» finds the 
condemned have been deprived of 
no 
right,that there is not cause sufficient or law 
to warrant a stay of proceedings, the peo­ 
ple who value order and law will indulge 
the hope that the authorities of Cook 
county, Illinois, will proceed, on the 11th 
day of November, to hang the seven m ur­ 
derers, precisely as they would any other

IsrSCIAL DISPATCH FA TO THE RICOaD-UNIOS ] 


Chicago, October 30th.—It is believed the 
police have discovered a plot to blow up 
th e jail w here the A narchists are confined. 
Little can be learned regarding the affair, 
but th e reticence of the authorities regard­ 
ing the m atter is believed to indicate m ore 
in it than they are disposed to confess. 
Last W ednesday m orning a strange m an 
cam e to th e jail, and his m ovem ents were 
so suspicions th at Jailer Folz sent out Dep­ 
uty Sheriff W ebb, w ho has charge of the 
m en on the outside. T his is a description 
of the m an as furnished to the police by 
D eputy W ebb: 
Stout built, five feet eight 
or nine inches tall, dressed in dark clothes, 
chinchilla overcoat and stiff hat. 
H e has 
a heavy dark m ustache and light B urnside 
w hiskers. 
H e calls him self Joe M iller, 
and speaks w ith an A m erican accent. T he 
m an had not been to the jail before, but he 
w alked into th e cage and talked fam iliarly 
w ith Fischer, I.ingg and one or two others. 
H e began to “ size u p ” the interior of the 
jail, and before he left he walked through 
the jail and seemed to exam ine w ith m ore 
than casual interest the passages leading to 
the various wards. 
SUSPICIOUS ACTION. 
W hen he left, D eputy W ebb followed 
him . 
T he m an was lost sight of by the 
officer, but the next evening he was seen 
loitering about the jail, and a boy about 12 
years old was w ith the suspect, w ho was 
seen to hand a paper to the boy. 
The ¡af­ 
ter walked away tow ard N orth Clark street 
and the m an began to pick bis way through 
an alley. 
Officer Lowenstein caught the 
boy and searched him . 
H e found in his 
pocket a paper containing a m inute de­ 
scription of parts of the jail. 
THE JAIL DESCRIBED. 
By accident a part of this description fell 
into the hands of som e reporter, 
ft reads : 
“ The no rth end of th e jail contains four­ 
teen windows, tw elve panes each. 
T hey 
are twelve feet from the ground and barred 
w ith round iron bars.” T he boy was taken 
to the Chicago police station, and prom ised 
to find the m an who gave th ep ap er to him . 
T he m an him self m ade his escape, w hether 
through his own adroitness or the careless­ 
ness of those w ho followed him is not 
know n. T he police are pretty nearly as 
silent as oysters about the occurrence, and 
nothing is know n even o f w hat became of 
the bov. 


T H E HAYM ARKET PLOT,

Chicago, October 30th.—Mrs Schuaubelt, 
th e m other of the m an who is supposed to 
have throw n the bom b at the H aym arket 
m assacre, arrived at Chicago from G erm any 
yesterday and a rum or is current th at she 
had been sent to this city to reveal the en ­ 
tire bom b-throw ing conspiracy with a view 
to the release of at least four of the con­ 
dem ned A narchists. 
She visited the jail 
and had an interview w ith Schwab, her 
son-in-law . 
It is said she brings w ith her 
certain evidence that will show beyond a 
doubt th at the plot to throw bom bs was 
not know n by Fielden, Parsons, Schwab or 
Fisher. 
O ther nam es m ay be included, 
but these were all th at wi re m entioned. 
It is further claim ed th a t the plot was 
arranged in New Y ork and th at but five 
m en in Chicago knew of its real purpose, 
and those five m en were Spies, E n g el 
Lingg, Zegler and Schnaubelt.

N ew Yo rk, October 30th.—Professor Fe­ 
lix A dler addressed the Society of E thical 
C ulture at C hickering H ail this m orning on 
the case of th e condem ned Chicago A narch­ 
ists. 
H e said he had been asked to address 
a mass m eeting arranged in behalf of the 
condem ned, but felt constrained to refuse. 
H e looked upon tbese m en as crim inate. 
“ Evert fiber of m y m oral nature is out­ 
raged by th e m ethod by whicit they sought 
to obtain their ends," said the Professor. 
“ T he A narchists are the w orst enem ies of 
society, and should be suppressed. 
Y et I 
rise to enter a plea in their behalf, because 
I am in favor of absolute purity in judicial 
processes and im partiality in the face of 
public excitem ent. 
I speak for them as I 
would for ray w orst enem y, if injustice 
were about to be done to him . 
If these 
m en are hanged they will be looked upon 
as heroes, w hich they are not. 
Society has 
a right to, and should quarantine these 
m en, ju st the sam e as bearers of cholera 
germ s.” 
Mr. Ailler reviewed the trial, and as he 
repeated a part of Fielden's speech there 
was som e applause in the gallery of the 
hall. 
T his was at once m et w ith an out­ 
burst o f hisses, and the speaker ceased in 
his discourse to say that any dem onstration 
by the audience was not perm itted by the 
rules oí the Society. 
H e afterw ards said 


that, in his opinion, th e prisoners should 
have had separate trials, and th at Lingg, 
Schw ab and Fielden should be im prisoned 
for life and the others given short term s.

It was rum ored som e days since that 
Jo h n Boggs was going to contest the right 
of the Governor to rem ove him , and only 
relinquished this line of action when he 
was prom ised th at the election of W arden 
Shirley w ould be confirm ed.

5.000 bales ol' 400 pounds each annually. 
W ith th e additional m ill the expense will 
be increastd to about $150,01)0 a year, and 
the quantity of m aterial used will be about 
11.000 bales. 
On this account a suggestion 
is embodied in the report to increase the 
ju te revolving fund to $100,000 a year. Af­ 
fairs at the Folsom prison are reported to 
be in a good condition, m any im prove­ 
m ents having been m ade in the prison. 
A nother suggestion m ade to the Governor 
is th at a reform school be established, 
w here youthful crim inals m ay be placed, 
and thereby kept apart from those who are 
old in crim e and steeped in vice. 
T he 
Board further asked th at the Executive 
investigate the m atter of assisting in som e 
way discharged convicts who are indigents. 
Lastly, the necessity of a State institution 
for the care of insane crim inals was sug­ 
gested. 
No action was taken on the ju te contract, 
as the Governor had not vet approved the 
plans. 
T he usual bills were audited, after w hich 
the Board adjourned, to meet a t San Q uen­ 
tin on N ovem ber 12th, at 9 a. m.

Synopsis o f Serm on D elivered Y es­ 
terd ay by R ev. F a th er Q uinn 
in St. R ose C hurch. 


Yesterday was the twenty-second Sun­ 
day after Pentecost and was celebrated in 
St. Rose Catholic Church by high mass 
conducted by Bishop Manogue. The sing­ 
ing of the choir was most excellent, and 
the large auditorium was crowded with 
communicants. 
At the close of high mass the Bishop re­ 
tired and Father Quinn came forward t(f 
preach the sermon. He is one of the 
youngest in the priesthood, is a man of 
high intellectual attainments, a deep think­ 
er, of broad views, and one of the most 
eloquent divines that ever occupied a pul­ 
pit in this city. 
He started in by stating that yesterday 
was the twenty-second Sunday after Pente­ 
cost, that to-day would be the Vigil of All 
Saints, to-morrow would be the Feast of All 
Saints, and Wednesday the Feast of All 
Souls. He also stated that parties were go­ 
ing about the city selling the life of Leo 
X III., claiming that they were doing so by 
the authority of the church. This he 
claimed was not true. They were being 
sold for the special benefit of those who 
sell them. After reading some extracts 
from Matthew xx., commencing at the fif­ 
teenth verse, the minister- stated that the 
near approach ot the 
FEAST OF ALL SAINTS 
And the Feast of All Souls naturally causes 
ustoconsider the lesson the church wishes 
us to notice in these days. 
We believe in 
the communion of the saints. We make 
the same prayers, we oDserve the same 
service, but of all who follow the Apostles 
creeds, the Catholics only practice what 
they preach. This w ill be duly set forth 
during the first of the coming week. It is 
necessary for us to bring before our minds 
the church of God. 
There are three

Away to the front we see 
Christ, our Lord, rearing on high the ban­ 
ner of the cross, leading the way for the 
saints, that they may glorify hint," aud in it 
we behold our salvation. You will see the 
priests arrayed iu gorgeous robes, the altars 
dressed in the most beautiful flowers, arising 
above them the most fragrant incense; you 
will have the grand pleasure of hearing 
the angelic chorus singing loud hosannas, 
psalms of joy, of gladness, of praise, to 
celebrate the grand victory of the Church of 
Christ over death. This is a grand thought, 
suggested by this Feast of All"Saints. It is a 
scene of hope and gladness. 
We rejoice as 
do the saints in heaven. 
The church 
unites with the choir of heaven. It throws 
itself prostrate at the feet of Christ and 
renders him praise for what he has done 
for us.

MERCY CRIES FOR MERCY. 
She asks God to look down in mercy, in 
pity upon the souls who fought for "God 
even if they fought not well. 
W hile she 
glorifies those that light well, she bows 
down before tue throne of God, ilioved by 
hum an relationship, with tears of sorrow, 
with prayers full of desire, asking that 
these souls be purged of their pains they 
owe to the justice of God. 
Those outside ot the Catholic Church 
mock at a place in murgatory where souls 
can be cleansed, 
fn the days of Calvin it 
was preached that God condemned to pur­ 
gatory and heaven, a cruel doctrine that 
would condemn sonic although they lived 
fives of saints, to bell, and admit others, al­ 
though they lived the lives of demons, to 
heaven. 
It was either hell or heaven, with 
no chance for those who led exemplary 
lives. 
Luther preached much the same doctrine. 
As the will was good or bad the creature 
went to neaven or hell. This was a cruel 
doctrine. 
Take away our responsibility, 
God guides us as He pleases. If He makes 
us bad we are sent to hell, if He makes us 
good without reference to our individuality 
we are sent to heaven. 
FORTY YEARS AGO 
These doctrines were held true by the 
greater portion of the Christian woild. 
They said, in those days, there was but 
two places in the other world, both eternal, 
hell and heaven. 
The Catholic Church holds that there is 
that intermediate place for those not good 
enough for heaven and not bad enough for 
hell. The world laughed at this doctrine. 
They claimed it was a money-making 
scheme of the priests, who taxed relatives 
for the masses that were said for the repose 
of the souis of their departed dear ones. 
Good Catholics despise such assertions. 
W hile it is an old custom to accompany 
such requests with offerings, the latter is in 
no wise a requisite. The repose of the 
souls of the departed are prayed for with­ 
out money and without price. 
To-day the Protestants are beginning to 
claim there is no hell, and have adopted in 
its stead the purgatory of the Catholics. 
GOD IS TOO GOOD, 
They say, to forever let a creature of his 
creation suffer iu eternal torment. They 
hold now that the soul goes into a state of 
exclusion to be purged, and finally gets to 
God’s throne. 
We thus see that they have 
abandoned their hell, taken up our purga­ 
tory, and afterwhile they will claim it all 
to themselves. We hope all Protestants 
will go to purgatory, for if they do they 
will all get to heaven, but if they go to 
hell they never will reach God's throne, 
they will" be eternally lost. 
We claim this intermediate place, because 
anything short of that would be unnatural. 
We read in the book of Machabees of some 
soldiers who were found slain, upon whose 
persons were found some of the donaries 
of the idois of Jam nia which the law forbid 
to the Jews. Jadas, their commander, ex­ 
horted the people to keep themselves from 
sin. He sent back the booty, and making 
a gathering of silver he sent it to Jernsaleni 
for sacrifice to be offered for the sins of the 
dead, thinking well and religiously con­ 
cerning the resurrection. If he had not 


hoped that they that were slain would rise 
again, it would have seemed superfluous 
and vain to pray for the dead. 
He consid­ 
ered that they who had 
FALLEN ASLEEP WITH GODLINESS 
Had grace laid up for them, and he added : 
“ It is therefore a holy and wholesome 
thought to pray for the dead, that they may 
be loosed from sin.” 
In all the early rituals are found prayers 
for the souls of the departed. The mother 
of St. Augustine s last request to him was 
to pray for her soul. Ephraim said, “ When 
I am gone. Oh, don’t forget me.” The 
Catholic Church in all ages, when there 
was no Protestantism and 
no heresy, 
prayed for the repose of the wounded souls 
and charged nothing for it 
It impresses 
it on her children that it is still necessary 
to intercede for those who have been 
wounded in the battle of life. Henry the 
V III. commanded that forever in a certain 
church in England masses should be said 
for the repose of his soul. 
Luther, in 
his dying moments, realized this fact when 
he exclaimed : “ Alas! it is too late! 
It is 
no use to ask you to pray for the repose of 
my soul.” 
HE HAD FORSAKEN GOD 
And had gone to judgm ent. The Catho­ 
lics will continue to pray for the dead. We 
have brothers and sisters. The sister may 
have been a saint, the brother a rake; 
where have they gone? The sister to 
heaven, but what of our poor brother? 
W here is he? 
W hat brother or sister will 
be so hard-hearted or cruel as to say he has 
gone down to the depths of hell? There­ 
fore it rebels against us the assertion that 
there are but two places, hell and heaven. 
Nature tells us there is an intermediate 
place; we are forced to believe we must 
acknowledge It. If we have not a bad 
brother, we may have a drunken father, 
a 
bad 
mother, 
a 
wayward 
sister, 
wife 
or 
ch ild ; 
but 
notwithstanding 
their weakness, their frailties of char­ 
acter, 
we 
still remember 
that they 
are our own flesh and blood, they are the 
nearest and dearest to us, and these ties of 
kindred must not be broken. The Cath­ 
olic Church holds out that hope, that mid­ 
dle state for the souls of those, where thev 
will be 
PURGED AND CLEANSED 
And fitted for the throne of God. We love 
them so much, we hope so much for them 
that we feel that in response to our prayers 
they will be fitted for heaven. It is right 
and proper. It would be a sad comment­ 
ary, indeed, if we were forced to believe 
that so soon as life passes away there was 
I no hope at all. It is not true. The Catholic 
Church teaches that the opposite is true. 
The bonds of love that are so strong in 
this life can be continued in the next. 
Let 
us pray for the dead. They are continually 
crying out to us like the cripple at the pool 
of Bethesda, who cried out to the Saviour, 
I have no man, when the water is 
troubled, to put me into the pool.” Those 
poor souls are crying out to you, “ I have 
no man to dip me in the pool when the 
angel disturbs the waters.” 
You can hear 
their terrible auguish as they exclaim: 
“ O h ! you my friends. You who loved 
me so much in my life, why do you for­ 
sake, why do you forget me. 
Remember 
me now in the hours of my anguish.'’
